As has been"many times slated, utile^ 
the facta pertaining to a given case are 
exceptionally well authenticated it is at 
once referred to tbe committee on admis- 
sion, whose duty it is to invest isate and 
report at the next meeting. Members of 
the board outside tlie committee, are not 
only at liberty, but are desired to add any 
information the; may possess. Upon the 
report of the committee and the facts 
thus brought out, the decision is based. 
Sec. 1, Art. IV, of the Rales and Regu- 
lations reads as follows: In conformity* 
with Art. yill. of the .by-laws of the 
corporation, there shall be admitted into 
the Home jsuch aged women as the board 
of managers shall determine to be lit 
subjects therefor. 
In all cases the ap- 
plicant must have the 'vote of the ma- 
jority present at the meeting; and not 
less than twelve voles in favor of ad- 
mission. It will thua be seen tjbat the 
statement sometimes made, that admis- 
sion to the home is controlled bv a few 
managers is entirely erroneous. No prop- 
er ^application can be rejected if a ma- 
jority of the board desire its acceptance. 
In this connection I may be permitted 
lo remark that, with 
few 
exceptions 
wonderful unanimity of thought and ac- 
tion, not only in the matter of admission, 
but in the general management of ihe 
institution has been characteristic of the 
board of managers from the beginning 
until the present time. 
In addition to the regular applications, 
the secretary is iai frequent receipt of 
letters of inquiry, from remote towns, 
as well as places near by. Some of these 
tetters detail the circumstances 
of 
the 
writer's,—their age, their infirmities, their 
need of just the comfort and protection 
this home aims to give, in words which 
have a pathetic significance, when, we 
remember that throughout the length and 
breadth of our commonwealth, only five 
homes are in successful operation whose 
avowed object is the shelter and care 
of aged and indigent women. Whatever 
Ihe reason, the fact is patent to evei*j 
careful observer, that the number of per- 
sons seeking admission to this and simi- 
lar institutions, is rapidly increasing. If 
the cause is not a removable one, or is 
not to be found (as is sometimes feared 
it is) in the disregard of filial and fra- 
ternal obligations, wilj it not soon he in- 
cumbent upon humane and philanthropic 
citizens, either to establish new homes 
or to so generously endow those already 
incorporated, that the non-resident clausp 
may be eliminated from their by-laws and 
their doors be opened to all otherwise 
eligible women who may seek to enter. 
The monthly reports of (he vintins 
committee have been regularly presented 
to the managers thus keeping them in 
close touch with the daily life of the in- 
mates. These ladies have ordered all Ihfr 
household supplies and had a general 
supervision of the familv; the matron ap- 
pealing to them for advice and endorse- 
ment when necessary. 
The committee have frequently re- 
ferred to the spirit of harmony generally 
prevailing ia the Home. Upon one point
